JAP ACTIONS PRIOR 
TO WAR CITED AT 
LIONS MEBTING 


It is called the ‘Blind Era” by | 
District Attorney Jerome B. Kav- 
anaugh — that period of gas- 
oline and scrap selling to the Jap- 
anese. 

He spoke at the meeting of the 
Upland Lions club in the Upland 
Woman’s club at noon yesterday 
on the Japanese problem. He is 
strongly against the return of the 
Japanese from the relocation cen- 
ters to their homes here and he 
strongly expressed the pelief that 
this country was “blind” in selling 
the Japs materials with which to 
wage war against America. 

Millions of tons of scrap metal 
and thousands of barrels of gas- 
oline and oil were sent from the 
Pacific coast annually in Japa- 
nese ships for use by the Japanese 
navy, emphatically declared the 
official, He read from newspaper 








account about huge shipments was 
dated three months after Ger- | 
many invaded Poland. 

In this county at the time of | 
Pearl Harbor were 407 Japanese | 
with about 100 of them being in| 
this district. 

“The Japs were in this country 
as farmers and merchants ‘ut 
their real purpose was to obtain 
as much information as possible 
and to report all they knew to the 
Japanese government,” he de- 
clared. 

“Tt so happened that when the 
Pacific fleet left for maneuvers, 
the Japanese fishing fleet return- 
ed—giving the Japs a perfect view 
of the navy ships, guns and equip- 
ment, Likewise, when the Atlantic 
fleet was on maneuvers in the 
Caribbean seas, the Jap fisher- 
men, in their luxuriously equipped 
vessels, went through the Panama 
canal and was on the job for full 
observation when the Atlantic 
vessels, were in action.”
